‘The island, which is 73 miles long 
and,36 miles wide, with o ponalais estimated 
at about 13,000, is one of the least known of the 
inhabited farts of. the | world. According to 
Consu] Charles Moser, of Aden, the inhabitants 
of the island are of negroid or southorn Arab 
stock, with exceedingly few ocoupations and as 
few wants, They speak a language’ of their 
own, in which Arabio ond Maori words occur

unique article of manufacture isa kind of rade 
pottery made by the women ‘of tho, villages 
withont the aid of o potter's wheol or any 1m: 
plement but a sbarp shell, Tke material used 
is red clay, which js streaked with the resin of 
the dragon's, blood tree. In: anciont time 
Socotra was famed for frankincense and myrrh, 
‘aloes, dragon's blood, and spices. But now 
Sumatra. and South America produce more 
dragon's blocd. Myrrh and.frankincense are 
mére oasily procured and of better quality from 
smalilend and the highlands of the Aodramaut 
‘coast, east of Mokalla, ond the: Socctran does.
